I enjoyed the recent posts concerning the characteristics and advantages 
of various types of audio filters for use with receivers. 


It would seem that considerable improvement could be made in noise level 
reduction by replacing older type Opamps in both commercial, kit and 
home constructed audio filters with current high performance chips with 
the same pinouts. 


I would like to improve an older Autek Research QF-1A which uses two 
LM348N or MC4741 chips. These are 14-pin plastic DIP chips with four 
Opamp stages in each package. 


This has been a challenge for several reasons: 


1. My reference library is small and rather dated. Finding possible 
substitute ICs with the same pinout is tough to do with online data 
sources. Searching by function is a start but I've found no way to 
search by pinout or package style. 


2. Once I locate data sheets for a candidate replacement, interpreting 
the data bring up several more questions. 
- Are Opamps designed for single (only a positive voltage) power 
supplies interchangeable with those intended for differential 
(typically positive and negative 10 to 20 VDC) power supplies? 
- Are faster slew-rates (wider bandwidth) types preferred or to 
be avoided for low frequency audio applications? 
- Are JFET or BIFET input types usable in older circuits designed 
for bipolar input ICs? 
- What output current capabilities are needed in typical audio 
filter circuits? Many current design ICs are for the portable, 
low power, low voltage applications with battery power. 


Finally, is this idea worth pursuing? Will the reduction in noise be 
noticeable in the headsets? 


If any of you have tried these ideas, please post your results to the group. 
I hope to install IC sockets on the board of my filter and measure the 
performance results with test equipment before and after the modification. 
It should be rather easy to swap chips and learn a few things here!

It's great to see all the reports of QRP activity in last weekend's 
contest (from K7RE, VEQHF, VE5QRP, VA3JFF, etc). 

I managed to spend more time than I expected in the ‘test (in spite 
of a Christmas dinner, a few hour's sleep, and family obligations). 
Probably about 13 hours total. Was using the Elecraft K2 to a 
tribander, 40/80 trap dipole, and a 56' vertical on 160 (got that up the 
weekend before - ten hours work to give me three qso's and two 
multipliers on 160!) 

The K2 worked very well, and with suffficient patience I was able 
to work most of the stations I could hear (including working through a 
pileup to catch Bruce VE5QRP on 10 m ssb). I really "knew" I was QRP 
when I was trying to work close-in stations via ground wave, for the VE3 
multiplier on the higher bands. I could copy their "watery" 100 W 
signal fine, but they had to really work to hear me. I was very 
appreciative of the op's at VE3DC (about 100 miles from me) who 
patiently asked for repeats and finally got my exchange, on 15 m cw and 
later on ssb). 

I was just a few VE QSO's shy of surpassing Peter (VE6YC / 
VE6NAO)'s record from a couple of years ago, so I was quite delighted. 
Final result looks like: 

QSO'S: 163 VE, 20 RAC, 37 DX POINTS: 2104 MULTS: 70 
TOTAL: 147,280 


I didn't bother with 6 metres (couldn't find my attenuator for the 
MFJ rig - I must clean up the shack, or hope that the K2 6m internal 
converter is on the market soon) or with 2 m. But other than that, 
worked at least one on every band, both phone and cw. 


As Brian K7RE said, the RAC contests are pleasant, laid-back 
affairs. But I also feel they are ideal for gaining a better 
appreciation of propagation and specific band characteristics. As a QRP 
entrant, you get to experiment on all bands, both cw and ssb, over a 24 
hour period. You also run into some fine operators, who don't mind 
stopping and chatting for a minute. 


Thanks to Gord K. and the RAC organizers for another fun contest.

Hello Bob: 


You ask a lot of good questions with regard to replacing the older op-amps in your 
Autek QF1A audio 

filter with newer ones. Probably the most significant questions are whether it is 

worth pursuing and 

will it be noticeable in the headphones? This may not be as easily answered as it 

may seem. 


As I recall the QF1A offers a selection of band-pass responses and a notch filter. 
Forgive me if I don't 

have that exactly correct; I only owned one briefly and it had a hum problem that 
I didn't get resolved. 

But let's just assume that we are talking about replacing the 25+ year old op-amps 
in any well designed 

RC active filter. 


I have spoke of my post, output stage RC active filter that I use with my Omni V 
and HW-8 transceivers 

(two transceivers with appreciably different levels of performance). When I 
decided to build the filter 

my design incorporated some very high performance op-amps designed for high-end 
audio applications. The 

Burr-Brown OPA2602, dual op-amp was selected because of its very low inherent 
noise (10 nV/rt-Hz), high 

open-loop gain (100 dB), and very low THD (0.0003%, Av = 1 V/V, and f£ = 1 KHz). As 
I've previously 

mentioned, the filter is selectable between fixed band-pass and low-pass 
responses. 


When the filters were built they were assembled with the OPA2604 op-amps in place. 
The filter responses 

were precise and wonderfully noise free - at least to my ears. Then one day I got 

the bright idea to 

replace the OPA2604's with some unused, rather old RC4558 op-amps and see how they 
sounded in the 


filter. The TI data sheet says, "The RM4558 and RC4558 are dual general-purpose 
operational amplifiers 

with each half similar to the uA741 except offset null capability is not 
provided." Well, what do you 

think the filters sounded like when I fired it back up? I never bothered to take 
the RC4558 op-amps out 

of the sockets and I am currently using the filter today. My ears could not 
readily discern any 

difference in the sound produced by either op-amp. 


Now you must understand that the lower performance op-amps will result in less 
than optimum performance. 

The filter response characteristics will likely deviate more from the ideal. Their 
low unity-gain 

bandwidth will result in degraded performance at frequencies where the open-loop 
gain drops to low 

values. But this may occur well above our hearing range. The noise of these older 
op-amps is surely much 

higher than some of the devices specifically designed for low-noise operation, but 
once again will our 

ears be able to detect the higher noise? 


In the case of my home-brew filter and the QF1A they follow the AF power amplifier 
and operate with low, 

overall gain. This is definitely a much less demanding application then when the 
filters are used ina 

high-gain, low noise, precise filter applications, such as industrial control and 
biomedical 

instrumentation. In applications like these the high-performance amplifiers are 
required and the demands 

for even higher performance continues. 


It is getting late and I have only addressed your fundamental questions. Time 
permitting tomorrow 

evening, I will try and answer your more specific questions about the op-amp 
parameters.

I enjoyed the recent posts concerning the characteristics and advantages 
of various types of audio filters for use with receivers. 


It would seem that considerable improvement could be made in noise level 
reduction by replacing older type Opamps in both commercial, kit and

home constructed audio filters with current high performance chips with 
the same pinouts. 


I would like to improve an older Autek Research QF-1A which uses two 
LM348N or MC4741 chips. These are 14-pin plastic DIP chips with four 
Opamp stages in each package. 


Finally, is this idea worth pursuing? Will the reduction in noise be 
noticeable in the headsets? 


If any of you have tried these ideas, please post your results to the group. 
I hope to install IC sockets on the board of my filter and measure the 
performance results with test equipment before and after the modification. 
It should be rather easy to swap chips and learn a few things here!

I just installed sets of W7LS silvered contacts in my two NorCal 
paddles. Previously, I had a serious problem with these paddles running 
NA's software keyer. The silvered contacts completely cured the problem 
and they now work very reliably. 

Installing the contacts involves removing the SS screws from the 
dot and dash posts. This leaves an unsightly open threaded hole on the 
outside of each post. In my bag of left-over K2 parts, I had a few of 
the chassis/cabinet screws. These are very short, and the black finish 
nicely matches the magnet screws in the NorCal paddles. In just a few 
seconds, I had the holes in both paddles capped with these screws. It 
greatly improves the paddles' appearance and perhaps will extend their 
ability to work exotic DX. Results so far have been encouraging...

I finally wound up buying (for an additional $25) a new EPROM with new MFJ 
code. Voila! The notch filter function bug was gone. I wrote a letter to 
MFJ about that, but the company never answered! 


So, my conclusion is that MFJ isn't truly geared up to be customer service 
oriented. On the plus side, its equipment works, usually as advertised. The 
reliability of its MFJ-1270 series of TNCs in remote applications is almost 
legendary.

Years ago, I bought an MFJ 1270 TNC as my first "entry" into packet

To answer some of Bob's other questions... 


All op amps have standardized pin outs. Here are the standard 
packing. 


Single op amp, 14 pin (741, obsolete) 

Dual op amp, 14 pin (747, obsolete) 

Dual op amp, 10 pin TO-5 (obsolete) 

SIngle op amp, 8 pin TO-5 

Single op amp, 8 pin dip (same as TO-5 pinout) 
Dual op amp, 8 pin 

Quad op amp, 14 pin. 


Single and dual opamps no longer come in 14 pin packages,so, if 
you want to replace one of these with a new op amp, you will need to 
make an adaptor, or rewire the board. 


Generaly speaking, (at DC or audio) a JFET or BIFET op amp can 
replace any other op amp. Some op amps, like the LM324 or LM358 have 
inputs that can work down to ground (or the neg supply) . If the 
circuit takes advantage of this feature, a JFET or BIFET can't be 
used, as these inputs need to be about 1-1.5 volts from the supply 
rails. 


All op amps can run off a dual (+/-) supply or single ended supply. 
In the case of a single ended supply, the (+) input is generaly 
biased at 1/2 the supply voltage and this sets the operating point 
around which the output will swing. 


The Unity gain BW of an amplifer should be at least 10 times the max 
operating freq of the circuit, to ensure good open loop gain at eh 
operating frequency. So, for audio circuits, a BW of 100 Khz is 
acceptable. Nearly every op amp ever made can do this. Going much 
beyond this woun't help much and can lead to stability problems if 
you go with a realy fast op amp. 


Now, will using a low noise, low distortion op amp make a significant 
improvment over say, an old 741? Probably not enough to be noticed. 


Between the atmospheric noise and noise in the RF section of the rig, 
this noise will be significantly greater than any noise in the op amp 
and will mask any imporvment the newer part would provide. Since 
these new high performance op amps aren't all that expensive, it 
certianly don't hurt to use them in a new design.

There is a lot of misunderstanding about vertical radials. First, 
counterpoise is a misnomer. A counterpoise is a dead weight used to 
counterbalance a mechanical load on a fulcrum and there is no part of an 
antenna that fits that description. Radials under a vertical are an 
active part of the antenna whether they are at ground level or raised 
above the ground and are called radials in both cases because of the way 
that they extend from the feedpoint like spokes in a wheel.

Well, my dictionary gives two other meanings for the word counterpoise: 
(2) Any force or influence that balances or equally counteracts another. 
(3) The state of being balanced or in equilibrium. Both of these are 
accurate discriptions of what an antenna "counterpoise" does, and both 
are much more descriptive of function than "radial."
